an Equitable Economic Benefits Dis- 
tribution clause into the Bill of Rights. 
This clause would have a mathematic- 
ally defined framework and reference 
backup, with Statistics Canada prob- 
ably having most of the data already 
available. 

I am suggesting that we start a 
discussion on this problem here in the 
Letters section of our magazine, and 
am inviting comments and other, per- 
haps better, proposals.

Human Aggression 
In a new look at human aggression, 
authors Richard Wrangham and Dale 
Peterson (Demonic Males: Apes and the 
Origins of Human Violence, Houghton 
Mifflin) say that adult male chimpan- 
zees tend "to attack, maim and kill 
other adult male chimps ... near their 
territory", and that "life for male 
chimps is a continual jockeying for 
status and power." Since the DNA of 
chimpanzees is 99 percent identical to 


that of humans, 
chimps' relation to gorillas, the 
authors consider the relation to 
human behaviour. Human societies 
are patriarchal, "with men retaining 
most of the dominant spots in the 
hierarchy and using their power to 
control women and annihilate their 
enemies." However, they believe that 
humans are capable of making a 
better world "that rests on a proper 
understanding of ourselves." 
Wrangham and Peterson then 
describe the bonobos, near relations of 
chimpanzees who live on the other 
side of the Zaire River in larger 
communities than chimps. These are 
gentler, smarter apes whose lives 
centre on peace, love, and sex which is 
used to make friends, reduce tension 
and reconcile after aggression. The 
authors speculate that food was more 
plentiful there several million years 
ago, allowing larger, more stable 
groups where female bonobos could 
form permanent social bonds and 
resist the males' aggressive urges. 
They suggest that possible future 
human harmony lies in the increasing

Growing Up In Canada 
The National Longitudinal Survey of 
Children and Youth (NLSCY) is a long 
term study by Human Resources 
Development Canada and Statistics 
Canada that will track a large number 
of children for about 20 years and 
study the factors that lead to their 
well-being and development. It is 
known that the quality of early child- 
hood experience has long-term effects 
on children's performance at school, 
their behaviour as adults, and their 
risks for chronic diseases in adult- 
hood. This research will monitor the 
same children every two years and 
assess the value of early interventions 
intended to reduce negative outcomes 
later in life. Their first report, Growing 
Up In Canada (StatsCan 89-550, $25), 
shows the value of good parenting in 
countering the effects of difficult life 
circumstances; more support for 
families and training for parenting 
can help to mitigate risk factors such 
as poverty. a
